2his summary reflects that Tice maintained detailed notes on the 
curriculum, study periods; lunch and rest periods and that among other matters 
which had coeos up for consideration were the following: "Constitution of the 
Communist Party, 11 *What America Faces, n "State and Revolution,' 1 and "The Communist 
Manifesto. 11 The report further reflects that other topics considered dealt with 
the Marxiet-Leninist theory of Communism as it concerns capitalism, wages, socialism, 
etc., and that Tice was the chairman of the School Committee of Group Number One 
at this Communist Party School, while the Group leader was identified as Emmett Brcuru 

SAC Ostholthoff was instructed to send this notebook today to the Bureau 
via air mail. Mr. Ostholthoff advised that there was no objection on the part of 
the Cincinnati Office to furnishing this notebook to the Department but that the 
Cincinnati Office would like to have it back as it contains handwriting specimens of 
the subject Tice,

The report reflects the Committee f s belief that espionage is one of 
^-«-*^the most deadly weapons in the hands of the American Communists at the present 
time* The major part of the Committee's attention during l$k9 9 therefore, was 
devoted to unearthing additional evidence of Communist activity in this field* 
Summarized in the. report was some of the testimony heard by the Committee in 
connection with its espionage investigations* Included was the testimony of 
General Izyador Modelski, Nicholas Dozenberg, Mary Jane and Philip 0* Keeney, 
AV and Paul Crouch* Attempts of a Soviet espionage agent, Andrei V* Schevchenko, 
*° °* >tain secret information regarding jet propulsion and aircraft were re- 
' vealed through the testimony of three individuals contacted by Schevchenko* 




A review of this material reflected that there ^as no information 
£ contained therein which had not been previously furnished to the Bureau* In 
^ connection with Nicholas Dozenberg it is pointed out that each of the persons

In the field of atomic energy the report summarized the case of 
Steve Nelson and Joseph W« Weinberg, the case of Clarence Francis Hiskey 
and Arthur Adams, and the hearing of George Racey Jordan* All the_ infor- 
mation contained therein is in the possession of the Bureau -with one ex- 
ception* In discussing the Hiskey-Adams case the report states: "It is 
interesting to note that prior to the removal of the secret -material in 
Hiskey 1 s possession, arrangements had been made for him to contact a 
second Soviet agent in Alaska* However, this contact -was never made after 
the secret material -was removed from Hiskey's possession*" 

A review of the main file on Hiskey fails to indicate the 
existence of any such second Soviet agent whom Hiskey was to meet* It is 
probable this is an exaggerated or erroneous statement* The Washington 
Pi eld Office is being requested to clarify the matter by interviewing 
James Sterling Murray, former security officer for the Manhattan Engineer- 
ing District, who furnished information regarding Hiskey in testimony be- 
fore the House Committee on Un-American Activities and who has been pre- 
viously interviewed by the Bureau in the Weinberg case* 

Communist Party, USA, and the 
International Comimanist Movement 

The Committee called two witnesses in connection with developing 
information relative to the Communist Party, USA, and the international Com- 
munist movement* These witnesses were Paul Crouch, who furnished information 
on May 6, 19h9, and Joseph Zack Korafeder, who furnished inf ormation on 
August 9, 191*9* Both of these individuals had been interviewed by the 
Bureau on many occasions and consequently the information furnished was not 
new* Transcripts of their testimony have been obtained and made a part of 
the Bureau files* 

In connection with the Committee's inquiries into Comnunist Party 
activity in the District of Columbia, the record of these hearings has been 
made part of the Bureau files* The witnesses called by the Committee re- 
fused to testify based on their constitutional rights j therefore, no ma- 
terial was developed in this connection* The Committee at these hearings 
aimed some of its publicity at the Washington Cooperative Bookshop, which 
folded up and went out of business early in 1950*

the Scientifi6 and Cultural Conference for World Peace, American Slav Congress, 
Congress of American Women, and the Southern Conference for Human Welfare. 
Copies of the reports prepared by the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
concerning the Communist affiliations of these organizations have previously 
been obtained and are being maintained in the Bureau files. Both the American 
Slav Congress and the Congress of American Women are under active investigation 
by the Bureau, The Scientific and Cultural Conference for World Peace -was 
given full coverage by the Bureau, and the organization National Council of 
the Arts, Sciences, and Professions, -which sponsored the Conference, is under 
active investigation. The Southern Conference for Human Welfare is no longer 
in existence* 

Labor 

The report of the Committee reflected that a primary Communist objective 
is the penetration and control of the labor movement in the United States, A 
review of the material in this section reflected that the information concerned 
only one union, namely, the United Electrical, Radio, and Machine Workers of 
America, CIO (UE). The UE is presently the subject of an authorized Bureau in- 
vestigation. It was noted that much of the information set out in the report 
■was obtained from Joseph Zack Kornf eder, who was a former Bureau informant, 
and the Bureau is in possession of all the pertinent information set out un- 
der this caption. 



Miscellaneous 

In retrospect the Committee briefly cited its work in exposing the 
Communist fifth column since its establishment in 1938, and listed instances 
•where its findings -were legally substantiated. Included in this group were 
the 12 Communist leaders, Harry Bridges, the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Com- 
mittee, Gerhart Eisler, and Alger Hiss, 

The report stated that during the calendar year of 19k9> liaison 
agents from government agencies made 3956 visits to the files section of the 
Committee. Included among these agencies was the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, Listed among the publications released by the Committee in 19U9 is 
the "Statement of J. Edgar Hoover (reprint of earlier testimony) 

In conclusion, the Committee recommended the following action by the 
incoming House of Representatives: 

1, Amend the statute of limitations in espionage cases, 

2, Broaden the legal definition of treason, and the penalties 

attached thereto, 

3, Limit the activity of embassies of Communist dominated countries. 
U. Adopt H.R. 3903 (providing safeguards against- the employment of 

subversive individuals in defense plants). This bill was

I 'X He then read a list of names of witnesses who are being 
considered for contempt citations in Hawaii, It was noted that -

Mr. Tavenner inquired as to what procedure could be adopted 
to prevent a situation such as §®ose in connection with the testimony 
of Cvetic. I pointed out to hmthat in the - event the witnesses were 
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heard in executive session, and their testimony were made confi- 
dentially available to the Bureau prior to being released, the 
Bureau would be able to check vt to, see if the witness es had named 
any informants of the Bureau or in other ways had jeopardised the 
Bureau *s investigations. He stated that, of course, this would be 
possible where the testimony was taken in executive session, but he 
stated some of the testimony was taken in public hearings without 
having had the benefit of going over it privately with the witnesses . 
He did not say that such testimony , taken in executive session, 
would be cleared with the Bureau, but he indicated this could be 
done and I presume he will discuss it further with the Committee •

-^"Attack Against the FBI* 1 . A review of this file revealed that it consisted 
' aKosTHentirely of newspaper clippings mainly from the Daily ^orker, The Worker, 
the New York Daily Compass and the People's Daily World, a West Coast Communist 
paper. The file also consisted of typewritten entries concerning news items M V 
concerning the FBI. In addition, the file consisted of two reports of the Central 
Intelligence Agency setting forth the contents of foreign broadcasts mentioning 
the BBI. The file also consisted of editorials and newspaper items which were 
favorable to the FBI, but which, however, attacked the National Lawyers Guild 
and other groups which were hostile to the FBI. f *he file also contained letters 
to .the editors of various newspapers written by JAMES LAWRENCE FLY, attacking 
■ the FBI for Wiretapping.
